Apparently he is trying to emulate the suc- 
cessful tactics of Senator McCarthy of the 
United States, and more will be heard along 
this line. 
‘'+ Prime Minister St. Laurent has denied 
any knowledge of such a situation and chal- 
lénges Mr: ‘Drew to bring out his proof. 
The Conservative leader should. appre- 
ciate that most Canadians have a somewhat 
different political sense than what Senator 
McCarthy: appeals to. 
’ The attitude of most Canadians, we are 
very sure, is that if Mr. Drew has evidence 
of any such employment of communists, it 
was his duty to disclose it to Parliament, 
which was in session not many weeks ago. 


That’s what Parliament is for. Mr. Drew is: 


leader of the Opposition, and he’s paid by 
the Canadian taxpayers to oppose the gov- 


ernment on the floor of Parliament, to make 


his accusations there and produce his evi- 
dence there. If he possesses information im- 


| portant enough to be made an election issue, ; 


he was negligent in his official duty in hiding 
it from Parliament. 


Whether there are any communsts in the
